Martin Tells How 




Newmarket — The how arid 
why of his escape from the 
Newmarket cell in which he 
had been confined was de- 
scribed to the Era and Ex- 
press by William Martin 
following his capture and re- 
turn to the cell less than 
ten hours after he fled. Mar- 
tin escaped Friday night 
while police were waiting 
for the necessary papers 
to transport him and other 
prisoners to Don Jail in Tor- 
onto were being made 'out. 

Of medium height and 
slender build, Martin has 
clean-cut features. He has a 
Bachelor of A lis degree and 
when in jail, serves as a 
teacher in the prison school. 
Police recall that his escape 
from New m a r k e t Is his 
fourth break. He once 
scaled a 14-foot wall at Co- 
bourg in an escape attempt. 

This is his slo»y of his 
escape as he told It to the 
Era and Express Saturday 
morning; "They brought mc 
down from court and put 
mo in a cell with Hurst (on 
whose behalf Martin had 



testified). . The policeman 
slammed the door and left 
us.. Later on, I pushed 
against the door and opened 
it. I stepped out of the cell 
and went down the corridor. 
I could hear the. police talk- 
ing in the office. I went to 
the right to a door w h i c h 
let me out into the lane. 

"I went up Main St. to the 
townline, and then west to 
Yonge St. I cut across 
fields until I came to a side- 
road (second of King), then 
I went south as far as Au- 
rora- I walked through Au- 
rora side streets and then 
onto the highway. I hitched 
a ride from a truck near De- 
LaSatle College. When I 
reached Toronto, I went to 
'my sister's house on Bedford 
Park Road in the township. 
The police caught me there. 

"I am married and have 
two children. My wife is ex- 
pecting and she and the eld- 
est child need medical attent- 
ion. They are on relief 
while i am in jail. I wanted 
to work, and earn some 
money for Ilium. Then I was 
going to give myself up/ 1 



Newmarket — Brought here 
from the Don Jail in Toronto, 
before beginning a three-year 
term for breaking into a church, 
William Martin escaped from a 
Newmarket cell Friday night 
only to be captured in North 
York township early Saturday 
morning.. He was returned to 
Newmarket where he was charg- 
ed Saturday morning with escap- 
ing from the custody of the 
police and remanded. 







Street Lights Go On 

When Power Cut Off 



Newmarket — Between 15 

and 20 phone calls asking 

why the street lights were 
on when the power was cut 
off swamped town clerk WeSf 
ley Brooks yesterday morn- 
ing when the switches were 
pulled for the first time at 
10 a.m. 

. The general run of the calls 
went something like this: 
"Say! You guys* tell us to 
save power and the street 
lights are on in the middle of 
the day burning up electricity 
and I just made a special 
trip home to turn off my hot 
water heater which I forgot 
about and when I came back 
down town all the street 
lights were *on and . . ." 

"Some of them were ready 
to chew our ears off" said 
Mr. Brooks who has really 
very little to do with New- 
market's hydro operations. 

What happened is that when 
the switches were pulled, the 
power controlling the auto- 
matic street light switch went 
off, and the street lights 
went on in that part of the 
town which had not been cut 
off. 

Hydro men adjusted cir- 
cuits so that when the after- 
noon shut-off came at 3 p.m., 
no lights showed.

Newmarket's out-of-town tele- 
phone calls are now hcing con- 
nected by special long distance 
operators assigned to this work 
at the Bell Telephone exchange. 
The change came into effect last 
Monday. Formerly, local and 
long distance colls v/ere handled 
by the same operators, but the 
rapid growth in the number of 
telephones in service, coupled 
with a large increase in the num- 
!>or of local and long distance 
calls, has resulted in the separa- 
tion of local calls and those des- 
tined for out-of-town points. 

Telephone users calling out-of- 
town points now ask for "Long 
Distance" when the local opera- 
tor answers their calls, and are 
connected with the long distance 
operator who puts through the 
call to Toronto, Toledo, or 
Thornliill, ns required. 

This new milestone in tele- 
phone development here is a di- 
rect result of the rapid growth 
of recent years, S. R. Van Dusen, 
Bell Telephone manager, told 
the Km and Express. Today 
there are 1,709 telephones in 
Service, nearly double the 10*10 
figure of 870. Since 1045, near- 
ly 700 telephones have been 
added, or u gain of nearly 70 
percent In less than three years. 

Klght telephone o p e r a t o r a 
handled Newmarket's telephone 
calls in 19-10, when there were 
five switchboard positions in the 
exchange. Uy HMft there were 
six positions, and the operating 
staff had increased to IH. To- 
dny there are eight positions, 
and tile staff has grown to 21 
operators, working under the 
supervision of Miss V. K. Hilt. 

Volume Tripled 

In 1040, the switchboard girls 
were* handling 3,500 local calls 
nnd 250 long distance calls on 
the average day. By 1045, dally 
local calls numbered 4,0(10 on the 
average, and long distance calls 
hud doubled in volume to an 
uverage of 500 per day. The ex- 
change Is now handling 5,700 lo- 
cal and 025 long distance calls 
on the average day. 

In spite of the large increases 
in the number of telephones In 
service, it has not been possible 
to meet till orders for new tele- 



phones. At present there are 
about 25 applicants waiting for 
service.

Switches were pulled in Newmarket this week m 
the last resort to hold power consumption to the quota 
set by the provincial hydro commission. Chairman of the 
Newmarket commission, Mr. Kred S. Thompson, Com- 
missioner William Youiik, ably assisted by Mr. Angus 
Morrison, have done all they could to reduce Newmar- 
ket's consumption to the quota. In this they have had 
splendid co-operation from industry and the vast ma- 
jority of householders. No effort was left untried if 
there w» n possibility it might reduce power consump- 
tion. . 

Newmarket has been most fortunate in its hydro 
commission. No one likes the power cut-off, but no one 
can criticize Newmarket's commission for not having 
done ail within its power to prevent it. Compared with 
other municipalities, where the hydro commission has 
not shown the same energy and forosightbdnoss in re- 
ducing consumption, Newmarkot is indeed favored, oven 
though despite all efforts, the switches had to be pulled/ 

Now that the precedent for pulling switches has 
been established, however, there is no reason for the re- 
laxation of power conservation. Power that is saved in 
daily uso contributes to shortening the period that the 
power must he cut off. So far, wo have had only a 
taste of what lies ahead. No lusting relief can be ex- 
pected before March when the ico breaks, and in the 
meantime, the need for power will increase as tho days 
grow shorter and the weather colder. V :

Newmarket — For receiving 
stolen goods, Charles B. Hurst, 
22, Keswick, was. sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary by 
Magistrate O. S. Hollinrake Fri- 
day. Hurst had a previous re- 
cord of several convictions and 
time in the reformatory. 

Hurst said his home was in 
Keswick but he was arrested in 
Toronto where he had a room. 
Four charges were laid against 
him, for breaking and entering 
a cabin at the Royal Simeoe 
hotel, Keswick, and taking a 
suitcase, radio and flashlight be- 
longing to John Stevens, for hav- 
ing possession of these goods, for 
stealing a hat, gold pencil, and 
windbreaker and for having pos- 
session of the goods.

Detectives Simmons and Mul- 
len of the Toronto police said 
they found the articles in the ac- 
cused's room in Toronto. Hurst 
said that he left Keswick around

William Martin, who gave his 
address as 5572 Yonge St., Tor- 
onto, was called to the witness 
box by the accused. He had been 
convicted of church breaking 
and theft in the late summer 
and was under sentence of three 
years in Kingston. Later Friday 
night, while court was still in 



session, he escaped from a cell in 
the police station downstairs. 

Martin said that he himself 
had taken the stolen articles to 
the accused's room in Toronto, 
borrowed some clean clothes 
from him and got a §17 loan.
